Dump Hearing 


A public hearing on the closing 
of the Chandler Road landfill site 
will be held by the State 
Department of Public Health, 
Monday, Jan. 29, at 7:30 p.m. in 
the Doherty Schoo! auditorium. 

Richard Power, of the 
environmental health depart- 
ment, reported Wednesday that 
the hearing will deal solely with 
the state’s order to rescind the 
assignment of the Chandler Road 
location as a town dump site. 

The state has ordered the area 
closed, and two attempts to find 
a new location at October special 
town meetings failed. A final 


order to close the Chandler Road 
site was received by the town 
manager earlier this month. 

Monday, Town Manager J. 
Maynard Austin, Public Works 
Director Robert McQuade and 
Chairman Robert A. Watters of 
the selectmen, met with Power 
and state health authorities on 
the matter. 

Local officials outlined again, 
the plans to go before town 
meeting in March seeking 
another site for a landfill and 
also to clean up pollution

a new fiscal year policy to 
conform to federal and_ state 
budgeting procedures. 

Battle lines are drawn already 
on some articles, which are 
interdependent on each other for 
action, particularly in the case of 
the West Andover industrial 
prospects. 

The major money item is the 
appropriation of $2,500,000 to 
install a trunk sewer line to con- 
nect with the Lawrence trunk 
line to provide the utility to the 
property line of Hewlett-Packard 
Co., which has announced its 
intent to locate in the Shattuck 
property off Route 93. 

The land is owned by 
Arkwright Insurance, with 
Hewlett-Packard, a medical 
monitoring manufacturing facili- 
ty, the prime tenant. 

In addition to this item, water 
lines and improved roads must 
also be provided. 

As the initial warrant 
discussions are underway, it 
would appear that the Finance 
Committee is casting a rather 
more than usual watchful eye on 
the proposals. 

Interconnected with the money 
item, is a tract of land along the 
Merrimack River and a part of 
the industrial parcel, which the 
Conservation Commission and 
planning board want the town to 


own. 

Arkwright has agreed to give 
the town a conservation 
easement over the property, 
which the selectmen have in- 
serted in the warrant for accep- 
tance. 

The Conservation Commission, 
however, still’ wants the land 
outright and has placed an article 
to allow the property to be taken

total of $2,408,356. This is an 11.4 
percent increase over the 1973 
expense budget, if that is 
projected without increases to 18 
months, 

This final chunk of the expense 
budget was served up to the 
school committeemen Tuesday 
night, but they will not really dig 
into it until their next meeting 
when more information is 
promised on the questioned items 
of Audubon, arts and crafts 
guidance, language arts and 
AIRS, instrumental and other 


music, physical education, social 
studies, in-service, health 
services, graphic arts, athletics 
student projects and summer 
school. 


Dr. Seifert grimly noted that 
the crucial instructiona] 
program, which is where the 
system directly touches the sty. 
dent and delivers educational 
materials to him, is ironically 
both the smallest chunk of the 
expense budget, and the portion 
most likely to be cut. 


Seifert’s administration has 
been feeding the budget to the 
committee chunk by chunk - for 
better digestion of the undeniably 
complete and revealing budget 
information - - and also to avoid 
their choking on the $2,408,346 18. 
month expense budget total. 


Dr. Frank Griggs said he was 
sorry the school committee 
didn’t take up Member Frank 
Hill’s suggestion months ago to 
sit down as a committee and set 
educational priorities. Chairman 
King disagreed, saying that there 
had been considerable 
committee input on this budget. 
William Lane noted that the 
committee had had ample time 
to speak on priorities, and had 
done it - on junior high typing, 
driver education, the dental 
health program. Lane noted that 
the committee cannot meet often 
enough to go through every 
program every year. Griggs 
suggested weekly meetings. 


Dr. Seifert noted that the 
committee can set priorities by 
determining which programs to 
emphasize in tight-dollar days - 
the programs that affect most of 
the kids, the programs set up for 
survival skills for the students 
who are ‘“‘not making it,” or 
setting up new programs for 
students who are achieving. 
His preference, which he said 
might show some bias, was to 
give first priority to programs 
for all the students, and next 
priority to programs for students 
who are not achieving normally 
well in the program. At present, 
Seifert said, the system has been 
trying, perfectly honestly, to be 
all things to all students - - the 
average, the over achiever and 
the non-achiever. 


The budget also reveals that 
there will not be as much testing 
going on in the system in the next 
18 months. When Dr. Seifert was 
questioned on this, he said that 
there had been too much testing 
in the system of late, and ‘‘some 
kids are just test-crazy. We're 
cutting down to sample-testing.” 


The next session will provide 
explanation of why some costs 
are up or down over last year, 
and give more information on 
questioned items - such as 
secondary foreign languages, 
which Dr. Griggs says ‘‘may: be 
the last remaining appendix we 
have in the system.”’

The primary task of the 
director is to interpret the 
of the 
playwright for the audience. The 
first step, therefore, in the 
analysis of the script is to deter- 
mine the playwright’s purpose. 

The over-all purpose should be 
easy to ascertain. First, is the 
play a comedy or a serious 
drama? Does the playwright 
merely wish to evoke laughter or 
tears? Or is the intent more 
specific, such as the presentation 
of a social message or the 
evaluation of an important 
character? Obviously, the 
playwright may wish to com- 
municate many things, but usual- 
ly he has some resonably specific 
purpose for writing the play. 

To many of his plays, George 
Bernard Shaw added prefaces 
which are as long as or longer 
than the plays themselves. Their 
inclusion suggests that Shaw felt 
a need to suggest to the reader 
and the producer a point of view 
or in some cases, a manner 0 
interpretation. If other 
dramatists had been as thought- 
ful or as specific, problems of 
interpretation would be 
minimized. 

The professional has a great 
advantage over the non- 
professional in this matter of 
background. Most contemporary 
producers have the playwright at 
hand during the production of the 
play to aid in the interpreting 
process.

He earned his B.A., M.A. and 
Ph.D. at the University of 
Chicago. His publications total 
150 technical books and articles 
on archaeology.

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Conservation 


Conservation is most fashionable in these times, as 
persons become more and more concerned about the 
environment, the future and the preservation of open 
space in communities. 

It is well for us to be concerned about such matters as 
conservation and ecology as the community grows. 

But, in Andover, conservationists seem to go about 
their business with an air of fanaticism at times, aS 
evidenced by the current controversy centering on a 
small strip of waterfront property bordering on potential 
industrial development property in West Andover. 

The Conservation Commission is adamant in its 
request that the town obtain control of the land bordering 
the Merrimack and contained within the proposed 
industrial area owned by Arkwright Insurance Co. 

Arkwright has agreed to a conservation easement for 
the town, which would give public access to the river. 
The Conservationists are desirous of town control, and 
have been given support by the planning board. 

We question the sudden importance of this particular 
strip of land, in view of the other riverfront properties 
the length of the Merrimack. Town meeting has refused 
to grant the Conservation Commission eminent domain 
rights to such property, although approving acquisition. 

The Conservation Commission has been provided with 
substantial funds by the town for land acquisition - more 
than the average amounts provided by most towns and 
cities. 

As a public body, a great bulk of its work is done in 
executive session under the guise of negotiation. Often, 
the selectmen are requested to call a private meeting in 

“order to allow the conservationists the opportunity to 
discuss prices of land parcels. 

As late as the last public meeting of the selectmen, 
Jan. 8, the conservation group went into private cloister 
with the town’s elected officials to review the Arkwright 
matter. 

Its public functions seem to be opposing mosquito 
control programs, banning use of its property for 
recreation vehicles or hunting, and having pictures taken 
of members receiving state checks from self-help 
programs. 

Andover, as of 1970, had 16 per cent of the town’s 19,900 


“acres safely ensconced from prospective development, 


either through town-owned parks, state recreation areas, 
Conservation Commission holdings and Andover Village 
Improvement Society acquisitions. 
Since that time, the figure has increased. 
Sympathetic as we are to their concern for the open 
space and environment, we fail to see the crisis factor 
involved in the Merrimack River land, in view of the 
need for improvement of the town’s tax base and area 
improvement of the economy through new job 
opportunities. 
We are reminded somewhat of the foreboding predic- 
tion of what would happen to the world when the glaciers 
melted hundreds of years ago. Despite the centuries of 
thaw, we’re still alive and kicking.

TOWNSMAN: 

According to the Townsman, 
Selectman Milton Greenberg 
wants our town charter to affirm 
the selectmen as our policy- 
making board. 

This proposal causes me 
confusion and consternation. 
Perhaps the difference in our 
viewpoints is only semantic. I 
would like to give my view of 
policy making in the hope that, as 
a result of ensuing discussions, 
the voters will understand the 
meaning before town meeting. 

In my opinion, except for the 
school committee, there is only 
one policy-making board for this 
town. Our only general policy- 
making body is town meeting. 
Practical proof lies in the fact 
that only town meeting has the 
authority to appropriate money. 

Does that mean that selectmen 
should not make policy 
decisions? Not at all. Only by 
making policy decisions can the 
selectmen build for themselves 
an image of leadership in town 
affairs. But these decisions only 
become recommendations for 
the town’s voters to accept, alter 
or reject as they make real town 
policy. 

Were Mr. Greenberg to request 
a mandate for policy 
recommendations, he would have 
my full support. 

School committees in 
Massachusetts have the 
questionable right to make 
educational policy and to get the 
supporting funds. Why is this 

right questionable? Because it is 


an autocratic violation of the 
very principles of democracy 
taught in our schools. 

If, some day, this right were 
to be declared unconstitutional 
on the grounds that it clearly 
violates the rights of the people 
who have to foot the bills, then 
our school committee would also 
become a policy-recommending 
rather than a policy-making 
board, and all town authority 
would be in the hands of the 
voters. 

I hope I have not further 
clouded this already complex 


concept.

The Lowell Junction 
site has not yet become 
industrially developed land; it 
remains industrially zoned. Thus, 
it is not too late to make 
desirable corrections. 

I suggest that a sensible 
solution to the problem would be 
to re-zone the Lowell Junction 
site ‘residential,’ which would 
have the effect of recognizing 
that the two sites in question do 
not differ enough to warrant a 
two and one-half to one price 
differential. Faced with such a 
more realistic situation, our 
Town officials, as well as the 
Townspeople themselves, would 
undoubtedly find it easier to 
solve our ‘‘dump’’ problem.

Carbon monoxide, a colorless, 
odorless gas that lurks in engine 
exhaust, can kill you in the time 
it takes to drive around the block. 
Proper ventilation is the only 
sure way to eliminate the danger. 
Keep these tips in mind. 

In stop-and-go traffic, close 
forward fan vents. They suck in 
other cars’ exhaust. Open both 
wind vents or windows a half inch 
or more. This permits cross 
ventilation away from the 
sources of fumes. 

Don’t rely solely on louvre-type 
ventilation systems to keep air 
fresh, They're good at drawing 
air in, but aren't designed to 
dispell it. Thus, harmful fumes 
may remain in the car. 

In station wagons, never open 
only the tailgate window. Air 
currents created by the car’s mo- 
tion actually draw exhaust fumes 
in through a rear opening.

More than fifty Federal, State, 
regional and local agencies will 
be asked to comment on the 
Draft Environmental Impact 
Statement just released for the I- 
95 corridor from the Danvers - 
Middleton line to the Merrimack 
River in Newburyport, 
Commissioner Bruce Campbell 
of the State Department of 
Public Works announced today. 

In the letter which 
accompanies the Draft State- 
ment, Campbell asked that com- 
ments be particulary focused on 
the section of 1-95 from the 
Danvers line northward to 
Scotland road at the Newbury - 
West Newbury town line. 
Further study will be given to the 
section from Scotland Road 
through Newburyport, as a result 
of recent public meetings with 
officials and citizens of the 
affected communities. 

As a result of sentiment 
expressed at the meetings ‘‘the 
Department of Public Works has 
decided, and the Federal 
Highway Administration has con- 
curred, that further study be 
initiated in that area. At the con- 
clusion of these studies a 
supplementary Draft - En- 
vironmental Impact Statement 
will be circulated for review and 
comment.”’ 

Commissioner Campbell said 
the additional studies would 
involve improvements to 
Scotland Road, use of the present 
1-95 alignment from Scotland 
Road to Storey Avenue (Route 

113), and a different type of 
interchange at Storey Avenue. 

In addition to the City of 
Newburyport, the Draft State- 
ment has been sent to the towns 
of Middleton, Topsfield, Boxford, 
Rowley, Georgetown, Newbury, 
West Newbury, North Andover, 
Ipswich and Groveland.

Dr. John B. DeVelis, professor 
of Physics at Merrimack 
College, North Andover, was 
recently named editor of Optical 
Engineering, the Journal of the 
Society of Photo Optical 
Instrumentation Engineers. 

He was chosen editor of the 
technical journal on the basis of 
research he has done in the area 
of Holography. Holography is an 
optical method by which three- 
dimensional images are 
produced, in opposition to the 
traditional two-dimensional 
images produced by a camera or 
under a microscope. The 3-D 
image is more meaningful to 
scientific observers than the 
traditional flat pictures. 
Therefore, its importance 
extends to many areas of 
research. 

Central to his being appointed 
editor was the editing in the Fall 
of 1971 of ‘‘Development in 
Holography,”’ the proceedings of 
a special symposium concerning 
Holography aS a way of taking 
three conventional pictures. He 
edited the proceedings with 
Professor Brian J. Thompson, 
Director of the Institute of Optics 
at the University of Rochester.

by eminent domain. 
The Dump 

Up for discussion for yet 
another time, will be the town’s 
sanitary landfill problem. 

The Cyr-Cronin-Brooks site off 
Woburn street, chosen and 
recommended as a new location 
for a landfill in October and 
rejected twice is once again in 
the warrant. 

Also, however, will be the 
Lowell Junction Industrial site, 
which voters were unable to take 
action on in October since the 
Finance Committee refused to 
give approval, a necessity for 
special town meeting 
consideration. 

The town has been cited by the 
state for violation of resultations 
at the Chandler Road dump 
which has been ordered closed. 

Coupled with these articles, is 
the initiation of a municipal 
refuse collection service, at a 
cost of $300,000, a figure used for 
placing the article in the 
warrant. Firm figures are 
expected before the March ses- 
sion, 

Also to be considered, in 
another dump item, is the ap- 
propriation of funds to have the 
refuse collected and deposited 
out of town, which the voters 
may also consider. 

School 

The voters will be asked to 
appropriate $1,275,000 for 
reconstruction, remodeling and 
renovating the Doherty and 
Shawsheen schools. 

The article is a result of prior 
town meeting action with 
approved funds for the planning 
and drawing up of specifications 
to revamp the school buildings to 
provide for implementation of 
the town’s educational program. 

The project will not result in 
additional classroom space. 

Others 

Fluoridation will again be up 
for consideration at town 
meeting this year. The meeting 
will be asked to instruct the 
board of health to give detailed 
costs of the introducing of the 
controversial chemical into the 
town water system. 

The surface water drainage 
improvement program will again 
be before the voters as part of an 
annual program. The initial 
warrant article request is for 
$150,000 up $50,000 from a year 


ago. 

‘An item will request $75,000 for 
a sprinkler for the Bancroft 
school to aid in reducing in- 
surance coverage for the 
building. 

A regional drug treatment 
program with a town-based 
counselling center and directed 
by the Greater Lawrence Drug 
Council, Inc., will be proposed 
for $25,000 as Andover’s share, 

Sandblasting and painting of 
the exterior of the Wood Hill 
water storage tank will be asked 
in an article calling for $25,000. 

The recreation department 
wants $4,500 to renovate the

facility at Pomps pond. 

A new pumper for the fire 
department is requested at a cost 
of $30,000 and $5,000 is sought by 
the library for preliminary 
planning for an addition to’ 
Memorial Hall library. 

A change in the bylaws to allow 
the construction of a small 
animal hospital will be among 
zoning items to be acted upon. 

The Conservation Commission 
will seek permission to acquire 
lands and several streets will be 
considered for acceptance 
rounding out a fairly comprehen- 
sive order for the voters in 
March as they carve out their 
municipal obligations for the 
year and in budgetary con- 
siderations for a year and a half.
